Jn those cases where a 
diagtnosis of thyroid disease may 
be questionable, this test may 
prove of mreat value.

The report says that at ‘the 
tine ample supplier of Brilish- 
caught herring were available,

benefit of a transaction valued 
at something better than £50,- 
noo; and thls in oa year itn 
which all sectlons of the 
domestic industry were = struyt- 
pling npainst = extraordinary 
natural handicaps. 


CONSEQUENCES 


“An immedinte and serious 
loss has been suffered by the 
Industry: but the consceuences 
yet to be felt in full 
measure.
